DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarl<s, filed October 15, 2009, with respect to 
rejections brought under 35 USC 103(a) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections of the Office Action of July 16, 2009 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -4 and 21-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
discloses the claimed composition used in methods of boring soft strata and not hard 
rocl<. The claimed method is to tunnel boring of hard rock with a specific tunnel boring 
machine having hardened steel discs which protrude from the cutting head and adding 
a foamed liquid composition comprising a foaming agent and high molecular weight 
polyethylene oxide. The prior art cited, Bassett et al (6,287,052), distinguishes between 
methods of boring hard rock and soft materials and expressly discloses the need for 
surfactants, foam and expressly requires clay material for the hard rock boring method 
disclosed therein. Bassett et al does not expressly disclose the claimed composition 
used in the method. The prior art to Ellenberger (WO 99/18330) discloses the 
polyethylene oxide in a foam but not for use with the claimed apparatus or for the 
method of boring hard rock. Further, Ellenberger teaches away from the use of clay. 
As such, Ellenberger is not analogous art and the references are not combinable. The 
prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of high molecular weight polyethylene

oxide with a foaming agent in a hard rock tunnel boring method utilizing the claimed 
apparatus.
